Wendell W. 3owaan, Cdr, Alaskan Air Ooaaand, flaisadorf AF3* Tol- 
losing their OXCART brief ins, the Generals indicated their complete 
eillingnee* to assist the Project in any say they could. They 
acquainted vith the requirement to store 350,000 gallon* of 
special fuel at Eielson ARB, the base frea i&ieh 85-135 # sill 
operate in support of OXCART operations. They were also told of 
our intention to use Rielson and Rlaendorf ATB’s as emer genc y 
landing field* for the A-12, and of the re^xireeent for complete 
security of the vehicle ehouIS this eventuality arise.

ij. These discussions revealed that Bielson has no existing 
facilities for fusl storage that would asst our ^»*cif ieat ions . 
Therefore, tmt construction would have to he done and should be 
undertaken as soon as pos si bl e if it is to be completed thieeyeer. 
Weather at Rielson limits the construction period to approximately 
Ajwt thru Sep temb er. With regard to delivery of the fuel from 
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to EiCLsoa several possible weans were « 3 ^ 1 or*d, including 
pipeline, motor fuelers ted railroad tankers, all from 
’Bsere seamed to be general agreement that railroad t a n k er s via 
ftelrbaaka could bait neat oar requirement.

Oea. BcwsMia provided the party hit C-Jfc for tha trip to Eieleon. 
Prior to our departure Sen. Bowman called the Elalson Base Comman- 
der, Col. Steven W. Henry. Aa agreed with the party beforehand. 
Col. Haary was only told that several Bq*. OSAF representatives 
would visit him to discuss a fuel B&D program he would be called 
upon to support.

S. These discussions and the tour produced the following 
information and conclusions* Sane of the existing fuel storage 
facilities are suitable far our purposes. Existing storage tanks 
and delivery systems could be modified but there was doubt regarding 
Sialson * b ability to release the facilities. Thus, the conclusion, 
we should construct the facilities ourselves. The base engineer 
recommended that the tanks be erected on an area of ground, that 
has already been prepared for construction which Is adjacent to their 
FOSE. area. The site recommended win provide rapid *ad direct access 
to the aerial tanker ready' area. Be identified a paved pad in the 
ready area complex where tankers supporting our flying activity 
could park, to be fueled. The ready mem is ^praximately one-fourth 
of a mil* from the PCS* arms. She engineer also reeomwnfied that a
